The guard sent up the trustie, 
who was overpowered and 
locked in a cell. The guard fol­ 
lowed and was locked up in 
turn.

Heyne said Mrs. Fowler was 
believed to be under the in­ 
fluence of drugs “and seems to 
be a big bully .” 
Mrs. Fowler then * released 
Mrs. Barbara Hanyard, 22, 
Gary, and Mrs. Sharon Hurt, 18, 
Indianapolis, from the quaran­ 
tine section of the hospital, 
Heine said. They were held 
there because they were recent 
arrivals, the commissioner said, 
and they may have become 
acquainted with Mrs. Fowler 
through drugs. 
Mrs. Hurt was caught two 
hours after the break but the 
other two women remained at 
large. 
Mrs. Fowler was serving a 
term for manslaughter. Mrs. 
Hanyard was sentenced for 
theft and Mrs. Hurt for viola­ 
tion of the Offense Against 
Property Act. 
Prison officials identified the 
women forced into cells, as 
Pamela Hurt, 25, of Wabash 
County, the trustie and not re­ 
lated to the escaping prisoner, 
and Mrs..

"about 5 feet 6, weighing 175 
pounds, and all muscle.”

Castro Frees 18 American 
Prisoners For 4 Cubans

MIAMI (AP) - Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro's

nounced the exchange of 18 
American citizens in Cuba for 
four Cuban fishermen held pris­ 
oner by the United States. 
The 
Cuban 
announcement 
carried by Havana Radio fol­ 
lowed by several hours the 
transfer, of the four Cubans 
from an American federal pris­ 
on to a Cuban fishing boat in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
The Havana broadcast moni­ 
tored in Miami said the 18 
Americans would receive “all 
aid in leaving the country onee 
the services and costs that they 
incurred were paid.” 
One of the 18 was already in 
Miami. Fritz Sprandel, 26, a 
lone canoeist forced ashore in 
Cuba May 22, was returned to 
this country Tuesday. 
The other Americans—four 
aboard the yacht White Cloud, 
five aboard a sloop called the 


Saturna, and eight crewmen of 
a Florida tugboat—were ex­ 
pected to begin leaving the 
Communist island later today. 
Havana Radio said that “in 
this manner the problem is re­ 
solved . . .” The broadcast re­ 
ferred to the .incident involving 
the imprisonment of the four 
Cubans in this country and the 
subsequent detention of the 18 
Americans in Cuba. 
Five of the Americans, the 
four a'board the yacht White 
Cloud and Sprandel, had been 
sentenced by “Cuban revolu­ 
tionary tribunals” to pay fines 
of $20,000 each. 
The Cuban broadcast said 
these fines were reduced to $2,- 
000 each. A similar reduction 
was made by American author­ 
ities for each of the four Cu­ 
bans serving six month prison 
sentences at Eglin Federal 
Prison in Florida.

Members of the Rushville 
Lions Club unanimously endors­ 
ed a program for land fill meth­ 
ods of solid waste material at 
their meeting Tuesday night at 
the Durbin Hotel.

“I am only one 
voice and one vote in this mat­ 
ter and I ask your support of 
a progranf for sanitary land­ 
fill as a club and individuals. 
1 also suggest that you become 
members of a conservation com­ 
mittee so that you may get in­ 
formation 
concerning 
river 
clean-up and rat killing.” 
Mr. Morgan said that there 
is no problem w'hen solid waste 
is cared for properly—trenches 
dug, waste compacted and cov­ 
ered over with top soil. There 
is no offensive odor, no rats, 
no smoke, he continued. 
One of the principle difficul­ 
ties with the program is the 
transporation of waste from sel­ 


ected points to the dumping lo­ 
cation. Approximately 50 con­ 
tainers w'ould be needed at a 
cost of $200 per unit. Private 
contractors have been engaged 
in some counties to perform 
the entire service. Approximate­ 
ly two acres per year will be 
used. The land is usable for 
agriculture or recreation, pur­ 
poses after being filled in, 
A round table discussion fol­ 
lowed Mr. Morgan’s presenta­ 
tion with members being very 
insistent that some program be 
developed immediately and in­ 
corporated in municipal budgets 
for the coming year. 
Seth Moore gave a report on 
tv/o members who have been 
hospitalized. International con­ 
vention reports were given by 
Dick Reed, and Howard Mohler, 
delegates from the Rushville 
Club. 
Miss Jama Evans was pre­ 
sented as the club’s Rush Coun­ 
ty Fair Queen candidate. She 
outlined steps required for con­ 
testants in this affair. 
Dr. Robert Jackman was in­ 
troduced as a newf member of 
the Rushville club. 


A special meeting of the Rush 
County Commissioners was held 
in the courthouse Wednesday 
morning to hear a report from 
the city-county land fill com­ 
mittee. Attending the emergen­ 
cy session in addition to the 
commissioners were committee 
members Charles Jones, Cas­ 
per Drew, Ralph McClarnon, 
Dr. Lowell Hindi man, Tom. 
Buekley, William Morgan, sani­ 
tarian, Mayor Raymond Gibson. 
John Simons and William Uhl 
were present, representing, the 
State Board of Health. 
Mr. Jones presented the study 
which his committee has made, 
recommending that the present 
critical waste disposal problem 
be solved with sanitary land 
fill. Study has been made by 
the committee over the past sev­ 
eral months of the ways other 
counties have been able to 
overcome the solid waste situa­ 
tion.It was pointed out in the meet­ 
ing that time has run out, the 
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situation is a critical one, and 
can best be solved by city and 
county working together. 
The Rushville city dump must 
be dosed, and very soon. An ex­ 
tension of time is being sought, 
but it is physically impossible 
to continue much longer, it was 
stated. 
The health hazard posed by 
the Rushville city dump and 
various other unauthorized dum­ 
ping sites in the county must be 
eliminated, Sanitarian William 
Morgan stated. 
The land fill committee favors 
leasing the operation to private 
operation, supported either by 
the city of Rushville, or jointly 
by city and county. 
In a call for statement by 
representatvies from Glenwood 
and Carthage by attorney Ken­ 
neth Earnest, these communi­ 
ties are said to favor a county- 
wide supported land fill opera­ 
tion. 
Committee chairman Jones 
said that he felt it is a matter 
of education, and that the com­ 
mittee has slides and will at­ 
tend meetings anywhere, any 
time, to help inform the people 
of this critical need, and what 
can be done about it. 
“We feel the land fill is the 
way to go,” Mr. Jones said. "It 
is economical, it is sanitary, 
and poses no health hazard.” 
The commissioners instructed 
the committee to come up with 
a. firm dollar figure, with a 
choice of at least two land fill 
sites. 
It was stated at the meeting 
that there is no chance of water 
pollution from a properly opera­ 
ted land fill. This is of some 
considerable concern to many 
of the people in the county.

Pro Rookie Coaches Discuss Problems 
Golf 


By MIKE RATHET 
and WILL GRIMSLEY 
NEW YORK (AP) — Can two 
former college coaches improve 
the level of play in professional 
football? 
Tommy Prothro, who left 
UCLA for the coaching job with 
the Los Angeles Rams, and 
Dan Devine, who stepped into 
Lombardi country by leaving 
the University of Missouri for 
the Green Bay Packers, say 
they not only can but should —» 
after seeing some pro perform­ 
ances “that a junior high 
school coach wouldn’t put up 
with.” 
In this first of a three-part 
series, both discuss their rea­ 
sons for accepting their new 
challenge. 
The questions and answers: 
Rathet: It would probably be 
most appropriate if we started 
by having both of you explain 
your decision to leave the col­ 
lege coaching ranks for pro 
jobs, which most people consid­ 
er less secure. 
Prothro: The reason I went 
into pro coaching is that over 
the years I’ve come to decide, 
contrary to what I thought six 
or eight years ago, that pro 
football is bigger than college 
football. 
Rathet: Dan, did you have 
the same appreciation—thq* 
pro football was bigger than 
college football? 
Devine: Basically that would 
be it. This came down to a de­ 
cision where I just couldn’t say 
no to it. I didn’t say yes right 
away but it was something I 
hadn’t done, something I want­ 
ed to do . 
Grimley: Dan, did you have 
any trepedations, any feeling 
that in moving from college to 


pro ball you were getting into 
water over your head? 
Devine: No. If I had that 
feeling I wouldn't have made 
the move. 
Prothro: Chi the other hand 
... if you move across the 
street you face a new situation 
and you always realize that it 
may turn out a little different 
from what you’ve done before. 
Grimsley: Bear Bryante Ala­ 
bama coach said the reason he 
never went into pro football 
was because he gets a kick out 
of developing players and a pro 
coach gets players already de­ 
veloped. Do you believe a play- 
or is behond development once 
he becomes a pro? 
Prothro: I think a lot of pro 
people feel this way. But I in­ 
tend to try and develop players 
on our team. 
Rathet: When you’re talking 
about developing do you mean 
Prothro: I mean I talked to 
our football squad and I told 
them “it may sound strange to 
you for me to tell you—some of 
whom are the best or among 
the best in the world at what 
you do—but I intend to try and 
improve the way you are doing 
it.”Devine: As far as developing 
players is concerned, you look 
at film when you are playing 
an opponent in college and you 
see some guys pretty weak in 
fundamentals. Suddenly those 
people appear on the pro scene, 
and they’re still just as weak in 
fundamentals. You’d be as­ 
tounded if I sat down and 
showed you the film of Green 
Bay-Chica go. If you took the 
uniforms off them, you’d see 
some plays that a junior high 
school coach wouldn’t put up 


with. Some of the fundamentals 
are atrocious and if I didn’t 
feel that I could at least correct 
some of those things I’d be one 
lousy football coach. 
Grimsley: Dan, the old col­ 
lege guys says that pro football 
is dull, that it’s too stylized, 
whereas college football gives 
you unpredictability. Is there 
that great a difference between 
the kind of football played in 
college and that played in the 
pros? 
Devine: I’d be less than hon­ 
est if I didn’t say I’m going to 
miss that goal line stand where 
the whole student body and the 
cheer leaders—you know, when 
everybody is up there yelling. 
You probably can’t copy that. 
By the same token, in the last 
five years, I’ve seen a real 
trend in the colleges to play the 
so-called pro game as opposed 
to what some people call the 
so-called college game. Five 
years ago no one we played 
used the so-called pro defense. 
Last year we played 11 teams, 
and nine used the pro defense. 
So there is more similarity be­ 
tween the games than people 
think. 
Grimsley: How do you feel 
about that Tom? 
Prothro: I think any time you 
have 26 teams in one category 
and 1,000 in another the 26 of 
them are going to be more ster­ 
eotyped. If there were eight 
they would be more stereotyped 
than the 26. There are more 
college teams so there’s going 
to be more divergence of of­ 
fenses and defenses. I think the 
pros have borrowed many of 
the best things from college 
football and college football has 
borrowed many of the best 
things from pro football.

1 Uncertain 
About Tour 
STOCKHOLM (AP) - An un­ 
happy, depressed and ailing 
Jim Ryun, world record holder 
in the mile, was uncertain to­ 
day whether he would continue 
his European tour following a 
last-place finish and a 4:17.3 
time in a meet here Tuesday 
night. 
“Not even after the defeat in 
the 1968 Olympics did I feel as 
disappointed as tonight,” said 
the former Kansas star. 
“The first lap I thought I was 
running well, but after one and 
a half laps I just could not 
breathe,” explained the hay fe­ 
ver-ridden Ryun. 
“We will see Wednesday. If I 
decide to continue, my next 
race will be in Oslo July 14.” 
Ryun, owner of the world 
record of 3:51.1 and with a best 
mark of 3:54.8 this year, fin­ 
ished 10th, nearly 23 seconds 
behind 1968 Olypic 1,500-meter 
champion Kipchoge Keino of 
Kenya, who was timed in 
3:54.4—fastest in the world this 
year. 
Keino, meeting Ryun for the 
first time since upsetting him 
in the Olympic Games four 
years ago at Mexico City, said 
he was surprised not to see the 
lean Kansas runner when he 
glanced back on the third lap. 
Sweden’s Ulf Hoeburg fin- 
is bed second in 3:57.6—a Swed­ 
ish record. He was followed by 
John Mason of the United 
States in 3:59.2 and Sweden's

It is a sad reflection that because of 
the foolish actions of a few young people 
in town, the privilege of enjoying our 
lovely parks will be limited. The play­ 
ground equipment, tables, benches, and 
lights, are paid for by tax money. They 
belong to all citizens in Rushville, and, 
because of this, it should be important 
that all assist in taking care of them. 
There is a tremendous upsurge in base­ 
ball in Rush County starting at the grass 
root level. 
The summer program for Cub Scouts, 
under the direction of John R. Green, 127 
Pack Leader, has 10 teams playing. 
About 60 boys are taking part in the pro­ 
gram. The teams are not set up by Dens 
but are organized so that boys of various 
ages and sizes are grouped in each team 
to make each competetive. 
Two teams were organized at Milroy, 
two in Carthage, and one in Glen wood. 
The Cub Scouts have their own ball dia­ 
mond in Laughlin Park, and a group of 
fathers of the Scouts assist in the pro­ 
gram.

Christians in all of our churches ought 
to pay more attention to the doctrine of 
the Holy Spirit, as set forth in the Bible. 
Because we have failed at this point I 
think we have produced a generation of 
church members that has a distorted 
view of God. And one of the sad conse- 
uences of this is an impoverishment of 
hristian life. 
It is trae that in the economy of re­ 
demption the second Person of the God­ 
head holds the spotlight. In theology, in 
worship, in evangelism, and in the Gos­ 
pel, Jesus Christ has the preeminence. 
But this does not mean that the Third 
Person of the Godhead, the Holy Spirit, 
is to be neglected. A balanced under­ 
standing of His place in the Godhead 
and His office in this dispensation will 
make for a greater appreciation of the 
Holy Spirit as God. 
When we refer to the Holy Spirit we do 
not mean merely a divine influence, a 
vague essence or a nebulous power; we 
mean distinctly the third Person of the 
triune 
Godhead. 
This 
distinction is 
brought out in many passages in both 
Old and New Testaments. The titles and 
references make this clear.

The Justice of the Peace sys-doubtful that it was clear on all

In early days, we permitted 
the

dentistry, gasoline was dispens­ 
ed by the drugstore, and ayto- 
mobles were repaired by the lo­ 
cal blacksmith. These functions 
have been upgraded as society 
progressed. However, we still 
permit the barber in his shop 
and tha mechanic in his gar­ 
ra ge to dispense “justice.” All 
that is needed is to be elected 
Justice of the Peace. 
Townsend feels 'there is a con­ 
stitutional question involved. He 
said; “When you have one kind 
of judge to decide one type' of 
case, 
while 
another kind 
of 
judge has cases dealing parti­ 
cularly with poor people, it is 
not equal treatment.’1 
Present legal status of Just­ 
ices of the Peace is clouded. The 
last legislature increased their 
salaries and extended the office 
until 1976 “as constituted on De­ 
cember It, 1971.” 
The Justice of the Peace was 
a constitutional office until vot­ 
ers approved the Judicial Re­ 
form amendment at the la$t 
election. In 1957 and again in 
1959, the General Assembly en­ 
acted laws requiring a Justice 
of the Peaca to be an attorney 
or pass a Supreme Court test. 
Taken to' court, it was ruled 
the legislature could not change 
requirements for a constitution­ 
al office by statute. 
The Judicial Reform act abo­ 
lished the Constitutional office. 
Superbill was then enacted in­ 
cluding the 1957 and 1959 quali­ 
fications. 
Also to be considered are the 
new Indiana Rules of Civil pro­ 
cedure, promulgated by the Su- 
cedure Court and approved by 
the General Assembly. One rule 
states no judge can serve unless 
he is a qualified lawyer, al­ 
though there is some question 
whether a JP is a “judge.”

I asked if the system was 
wrong.

When you look at 
the system, you look at some­ 
thing that is basically, inherent­ 
ly bad. I don’t think anyone is 
qualified to judge and to protect 
the legal rights of the parties 
unless he holds a law degree 
and is admitted to practice in 
the courts.” 
Townsend feels there is noth­ 
ing wrong with the system if 
the JP wants to come to law 
school and receive proper train­ 
ing. He said: “We spend lots of 
money to train people in the law 
and probably 
have the best 
trained professional people in 
the world. The idea that we 
don’t use these people for judic­ 
ial functions is absurd.”

People Forget That Red China

At first thought dead, the Chi­ 
nese disclosed two years later 
the two were alive and in pris­ 
on; Fecteau for a 20-year term 
and Downey for 'life. They were 
charged with espionage—drop­ 
ping Nationalist Chinese agents 
on the mainland. 
Cohen suggested a possible 
answer to freeing Downey and 
Fecteau might be in a new in­ 
vestigation of the charges made 
by the Chinese. 
He said John Foster Dulles, 
secretary of state when the two 
were captured, took the posi­ 
tion the charges were trumped 
up. “But this is a different 
era,” 'Cohen told the committee, 
“ and it might be appropriate 
for the United States to make 
another inquiry 'into.the case.” 
If the facts justify it, he 
added, the United States should 
admit the Chinese charges and 
“ pay whatever price to secure 
their release.” 
The United States also should 
suggest to the Chinese that 
Downey and Fecteau. he re­ 
leased early for good behavior, 
particularly since Fecteau re­ 
portedly will be .freed next fall, 
Cohen said. 
He said the State Department 
should do more than bring up 
the prisoner issue periodically

meet in Warsaw. 
The servicemen held are Air 
Force Capt. Philip E. Smith of 
Victorville, Calif., shot down in 
1965 near the island of Hainan, 
and Navy Lt. Robert Flynn of 
Oak Harbor, Wash. He was lost 
in 1967 while flying' along the

Cohen suggested those two 
probably will be freed when 
North Vietnam agrees to re­ 
lease their American prisoners. 
The Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee says it is preparing a 
letter to the State Department 
suggesting the United States 
consider action along the lines 
suggested by Cohen. 


Conrad Goes To 


Bat For Press 


PEKIN, Ind. (API — Secre­ 
tary of State Larry Conrad told 
an Independence Day celebra­ 
tion here Sunday freedom of 
the press means the right to 
print or to publish without, un­ 
reasonable restriction by gov­ 
ernment. 
The Indiana Democrat said, 
“A free and informative press 
is an indispensable component 
of American democracy. 'If we 
are to have an open dialogue, 
not only among ourselves but 
also with our government lead­ 
ers, there must be a private and 
responsible press to serve as a 
forum for this expression.” 
Conrad was discussing the re­ 
cent hassle over publication of 
a Pentagon study, labeled top 
secret, of origins of the Viet­ 
nam war.

court actions to block further 
publication. 
Conrad said he has faith In 
the freedom of the press “ and 
the people who stand closest to 
it—editors, publishers and re­ 
porters.”

Armstrong died in his sleep 
Tuesday morning at his home 
in Queens.
